That may be difficult for some hard-nosed 
partisans to understand, but we arc Inclined 
to agree that the Buhl editor has raised a 
good point. 

Many newspaper reader.i who themselves 
are warped politically, one way or another, 
. like to brand any non-pnrtlsan newspaper as 
being "timid, overly cautious, spineless and 
wishy-washy, particularly If that newspaper 
does or does not say something In keeping 
Willi such a reader's prejudiced thinking. 

Every newspaper editor, like every other 
American, has ft right to his own political 
bellols. even to the extent of radical partisan- 
ship. 

But for any editor to brand one ot the 
major pollllcal parlies as being entirely black 
. and the other enllroly white. Irrespective ot 
the circumstances, through the columos ot 
his newspaper. Is, to our way of thinking. 
Journalistic narrow-mindedness. It r\ot an 
outright abu.se of editorial privilege. 

We're not Inclined to think of any news- 
paper whose mind Is closed to reason on all 
.•iubjects political, as boliig particularly fear- 
less or courageous. Like the radical polRlclan 
who can see no good In any parly but the one 
he represents, such a newspaper from a polit- 
ical standpoint Is nothing more than a hack.
